Well, ef course, I wrote 
Mr. Holmes and told him I hadn’t 
meant to steal, and he wrote back in 
the kindest way that it was all right 
and no harm done; and added that he 
believed we all unconsciously worked 
over ideas gathered in reading and 
hearing, imagining they were original 


with ourselves. He stated a truth, 
and did it in such a pleasant way, and 
salved over my sore spot so gently 
and so healingly that I was rather glad 
I hud committed the crime for the 
sake of the letter. I afterwards called 
on him, and told him to make per- 
fectly free with any- ideas of, mine 
that struck him as being good.proto- 
plasm for poetry. He could see by 
that there wasn't anything mean about 
me; so we got alung right froa the 
start.”

REFORM IN EDUCATION. 


The “Quincy Method” of instrugtion 
which was some time ago described in 
this. column, is  attyacting. wide- 
spread attention. It Wi rystem of 
teaching now in use inthe public 
schools of Quincy, “The same 
method has long beéu followed ia Ger- 
maoy,in whieh country most of the 
reforms in education have originated. 
~ The Quincy method is a radical re- 
form in the whole system of teaching 
in the eommon achools. Tnstead of 
loading the memory of pupils with a 
mass of abstract rules and” principles, 
it alma fo develop their perceptive and 
creative faculties, and reasoning pow- 
ers. The system purstied can best be 
explained by illvatration, uke, for 
instance, the subject of grammar, 
The Quincy trustees, in examining the 
merits of the old system, found that 
while most of the pupils con) parse 
glibly and were well acquainted with 
the rules of syntax, the majority of 
them cvuld not express themselves 
well and correctly in simple letter 
or other form of composition. And 
so with other studies, 

The new: method aims td teach 
children to do things correctly, rather 

than to fill their n.inds with rules for 

analyzing what i> done... In compo- 
sition its olfject is to enable the pupil 
to write a perfect sentence, instead of 
teaching him to analyze and correctly 
parse an example. 

A mother na the kitchen does not show 
the daugh'ter how tc make good bread 
by giving her a loaf and telling her to 
analyze it. She vives her materials, 
shows her how and i, what proportions 
to mix them together, anl after re- 
peated trials the girl at length learns 
how to make bread. She might 
spend her whole life in analyzing loav- 
es of bread in order to learn tbeir 
constituent elements, and yet never 
be able to make a good one. In that 
way she might become a skilfulanaly- 
ist, but not a good read maker. 

In all the practical teachings of life 
the same method is pursued asin the 
foregoing illustration. The Quincy 
plan is nothing more than the applica- 
tion of the same principle in the 
school room. 

There is oo subject of more vita 
importance than this one of educatior. 
Ifthe methods pursued in the ¢com- 
mon schools of this State are not what 
they shondd be, they ought to be amend- 
ed, The Quincy experiment has 
proved aguccess. After several years 
trial of the new system, it has been 
found that the pupils are better edu- 
cated under it’than under the old. 
The cost to the tax payers has also 
been lessened. 

School trustees throughout the coun- 
try would do well to enquire into this 
matter of reform in the common 
schools. Copies of the reports of the 
Quincy school trustees could doubt- 


less be obtained on application. They 
contain a full account of the system 
of teaching now used at Quincy and an

A Train Laying Iis Own Track. 


The idea of making a train lay 
down and take up its own rails as it 
moves along is not a new one, but an 
interesting realization of it is now to 
be witnessed in the Jardin des Tuil- 
eries, Paris. From the mechanical 
point of view, oneis struck with the 
smallness of the force required to 
muve atrain thos arranged. Iu the 
Jardin des Tuileries the train consists 
of three carriages, capable of contain- 
ing in all thirty children, and often 
full. These are drawn by two gonts, 
which work thus for seven hours. The 
total load is about 1000 kilogrammes. 
To drawa like weight in three car- 
riages on ordinary roads would re- 
quire a dozen goats, four for each ve- 
hicle. The normal speed is two and 
a half to four miles per hour, The 
system is, of course, not designed 
for passenger traffic, but for goods, 
and io many places, with bad roads 
or none, might be very serviceable. 


What a Soldier Kats. 


It will be interesting to our army 
men to learn the details just published 
of the rations given the British sol- 
diers in the field. A pound of bread, 
a pound of fresh meat, a half ponnd 
of fresh vegetables, three-quarters of a 
p und of flour, and, at the dicsretion 
of the commanding officer and medical 
staff, a pint of porter or halfa gill of 
spirits form the daily rations. As it 
is not always practicable to obtain 
bread, fresh meat, or fresh vegetables, 
three quarters of a pound of biscuit, 
flour, or rice, are to be considered 
equivalent to the ration of bread, a 
pound of salt meat or three-quarters 
of a pound of preserved meat may be 
substituted for the fresh meat ration, 
and two ounces of preserved vegeta- 
ables, one ounce of compressed veget- 
ables, or a quarter of a pound of 
onions or leeks may take the place of 
the fresh vegetables.

They can be led to love na- 
ture, books and study with an earnest- 
ness and energy that will never leave 
them throughout the school course, 
Teachers should have a deep and 
abiding love for children, and a 
thorough training in all the wonder- 
ful details of child-growth, in the laws 
and methods under which the facul- 
ties develop. Such qualities are rare,

Where the Airis as Soft as Velvet. 


A newspaper correspondent io Alas- 
ka has been making notes of the tem- 
perature, During the months of June, 
July and August of the present sum- 
mer the average temperature at 7 A.M. 
was between 50 and 55 degrees; at 
noon, 567 to 62 degrees. The highest 
temperature observed during the sum- 
mer was 76 degrees. The most re- 
markable characteristic of this summer 
weather is the palpable, velvet softness 
of the atmosphere. During winter 
there are storms at a temperature of 
35 to 40 degrees, and strong winds 
sweep the channels along the coast, 
lash them into waves and carry salt 
scud far into the woods. In the long 
nights the value of a snug home, with 
blazing, crackling, yellow eedar fire 
and book covered tables is then appre- 
ciated. Snow falls frequently but 
never to any great depth and pever 
lies long. The mercury seldom falls 
below 20 degrees on the coast. It is 
different in the interior, beyond the 
mountains, where 40 degrees below 
zero is not Uncommon. 


A Very Curious House. 


An eccentric Englishman has lately 
built a house in the Quarter Tivoli, 
for the residence of himself, his wife 
and eight children, which is the talk 
of all Paris. It is ciréular, and has 
neither doors nor windows externally. 
The approach to it is from the ground 
floor on to the roof by a ladder, which 
is moved up and down by machinery 
similar to that of a drawbridge. There 
is Only one floor and that contains 
eighteen apartments more or less 
small, looking into the centre, which 
is lighted from above by a glazed cu- 
pola. One stove for all these rooms is 
in the middle, and in summer its place 
is occupied by an exquisite parterre 
of flowers. A circular balcony, open 
to all the apartments, surrounds this 
place. The motive of this is, of course, 
only known to the author of it; but 
everybody can see that two points 
are gained by it—immunity from taxes 
on doors and windows, and a perfect 
preventive of any attempt at burglary.

February. It would have been there 
before, but for the fact that no iron 
has been received for three weeks; It 
will begin to come again next Monday, 
however, and after that the track will 
go down rapidly. Between two and 
three miles will be laid every day, 
Sundays not excepted. The grading 
is going along with rapidity and the 
men who were engaged in laying iton 
have been put to work i: the canon 
where the heaviest work on the road 
has to be done. The canon is made 
by Reese river cutting through the 
Shoshone range and is about seven

Battle Mountain has 15 artesian 
wells, ranging from 110 to 166 feet in 
depth. The materials cut through are 
a heavy stratum of gravel, then alter- 
nate layers of clay and sand. The 
water isvery good but some is a little 
sulphury. No two wells furnish ex- 
actiy the same kiud of water. The 
flow is very light but sufficient for the 
needs of the town.

Un the afternoun of the same day the 
parties met on the street and renewed 
their quarrel. As Courtney now him- 
self states, he began the interview on 
the street by again bringing his fist 
into forcible contact with the nose 
of Maguire. Stimulated by the injury 
to his nasal organ, the latter drew his 
pecket knife and with its opeo biade 
he prodded Courtney's ribs. Courtney 
saw and felt the cold steel in contact 
with his body, and feii to the ground 
under the impression that his heart’s 
blood was abnormally flowing. He 
was removed to the hospital, although 
the only trouble with him was tbe 
difusion ef alcohol under the skin. 
His wounds were mere scratches. 

Friday Courtney appeared in the 
Justice’s court, and pleaded guilty to 
the charge of assault on Maguire.
